The inventions of claims 1-8, 10-12 do not appear to involve an inventive 
step based on documents 1-2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes during reproduction of a multi-media template file, 
when an editable point is detected, reproduction is paused; editing operations are 
received by a user; reproduction is restarted when editing is finished; and 

When a preview reproduction is performed and no media data is selected, a 
message such as "Sound settings not configured" is displayed 

Although document 1 does not describe that a user performs the editing of an 
instruction at an arbitrary point during reproduction of the template, as described in 
document 2, the constitution could t>e employed as appropriate by a person skilled in 
the art. 



The~invention~of claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 1-2 cited in the ISR. 

In the case that reproduction of the multi-media data is started from the 
predetermined point starting reproduction after shifting a moving image, etc. that 
constitutes the multi-media data for a necessary amount of time is a well-known 
method.
